d. The Yunmn-Kwangsi-Kweiehow Border Column, commanded by GHUANG T'ien; and 
the Aid Democratic Republic of Vietnam (DRV) Volunteer Unit, formed of 
militiamen recruited in Kwangsi, Kwangtung, and Yunnan, to serve as the 
advance guard of the invasion of Indochina and Burma.
